Since 1970» fhc total number qf chUdren under age 
18 in fiiniilics has declined steadily, from 65.8 million 
to 60jymillion (table 1), At the same time, the num- 
ber ofchildren whose mothers were in the labor focj^ 
has increased by 3.3 million. These development 
reflect the rise in the number of l>roken marriages, 
the steep Recline in the birth rate, and the continuing 
increase in tilie la^bor force* activity of mothers with 
young children. By March 1977, 28.9 million chil- 
dren, 47,7 percent' of all those below age 18, ha(|i 
mothers Vho were ei^ther employed or seeking work. 
Of ihese children. 6,4 million were below age 6.' 

Although most children continue Co live with both 
of their parents, more than in (he past are living with 
a single pireiit. Seventeen per<^nt lived with one 
^parent in March 1977, whereas 7 years earlier only 
1 1 percent did. Most of the children in one-piurent 
families lived with their mothers, with black children 
far more likely than whit6 children to be in this type 
of family . ^ 

' As expected, younger children are less likely than 
older ones fo have working mother*. Of all children, 
in husbafnd-wife fomilies in 1977, the proportions 
whose mothers wtti in the labor force ranged from 
37 percent for those under age 6, to 48 percent for 
, those 6 to 13, and to 55 percent for those 14 to 17

On average, black children are more likely than 
A^hitcs to have workmg mothers (55 versus 46 per- 
cent in 1977). However, Aherc are signiflcAnt differ- 
ences by family type About 60 percent of black chil- 
dren in hushftnd-wife families had mothers in the 
htbor forc^ with little variation by age of the child 
(table 3). *Forty-flve percent of white children in two- 
parent families had workmg mothers, with older 
children onuch moi^^ likely than those who were 
younger to have a mother in the l^jbor force On the 
other hand» more than 6 of 10 w)\fte compared with 
'5 of 10 black children living witlr their mothers. only 
had a wc'rrking parent. These proportions were 
greater for whites at every age level. ^ 

A subs\antial number of children are cither wholly 
or partially dependent on their mothers* earnings for 
a large share of their support In March 1977. 13.7^ 
million children Wtrc in families m which their fa- 
thers were unemployed, not in the labor force, or 
absent. The number in these circumstances had 
edged downward ovtr^thc year, as a decline tn the

A mother in the labor force can make a significant 
addition to family inconrje in each of the preceding 
circumstances When the mother worked, the 1976 
median income for families with children was $13.- 
900 for those in w*hich the father was unemployed, 
$11,600 for thosejn which the father was out Of the 
labor force, and y7,800 for those in which the father 
was absent. Corresponding medians when thie 
mother was not in the labor force were $6,800, $7.- 
100. and $4,200. . 

As might be expected, incomes are higher tor 
families with older children than for those with 
younger children. When the rhot her worked, mediaj^ 
income in 1976 was $2l.3(X) for husband-wife -faifflF 
lies with Children 14 to 17. compared with^$l8,800 
for families with \:hildren 6 to 13, and $15.^()0 for 
families with children under 6.

In general, however, today*s young women expect 
to bear feWer children than in thte past, with those in 
the labor force planning smaller families than th<^r 
nonworking counterparts.

Earntipigs lost to a woman with 
an elementary educiation werftcjilciilated to be abput 
$75,000 while earnings lost to one with a post^giiidu-

In (act, the labor force participa- 
tion rate^for young mothers, living Witn their hus- 
bands, with children under age 3 has risen from 24 
percent in. 1969 to 34 percent in T9f7, Because tW 
Tax Reform Act of 1976^ ins^tijuted a tax cVcdit for 
child care expenses for all parents who meet the 
established requirerrients, motljers of youhg children, 
especially those with higher levels of education, may 
be encouraged to remain in or return to the labor 
force ^hile their children are still young. Q-

Variability. Since the estimates'are based on a sample, they jnay differ somewhat from the.^ 
figures that woiild have been obtained if a complete census liad been taken using, the samie 
schedules and procedures. As in any survey, the results arp also subject to jerrors bf i^e'sponse * 
and reporting. These may be relatively large in the case of persons with irr.egular attachment j 
to the labor force • Particular care should be exercised in the interpretation of figures based

The standard error is primarily a measure ^of sairpling Variability, that is, ofthe variations 
that might occur" by chance because a sample rather tlian the entire population is surveyed. As 
calculated for this report, Jhe standard error .also partially measures the effect of response 
and enumeration .errors but does not measure any systematic biases in the data* . The cliances 
are About; 68 out of 100 that an estUnate differs from a complete c'eyisus by less th^ the 
standard error .
